Eisenhower, will be chief of staff 
of SHAPE—the 
Supreme H ead­ 
quarters of the Allied Powers in 
Europe.

The western 
powers proposed 
that the big four deputy foreign 
ministers meet in Paris March 5 
to lay the groundwork for a full 
dress conference of foreign minis­ 
ters in Washington this summer. 
Russia originally asked a big 
four meeting, hut insisted that it 
confine itself to the subject of 
Germany and Soviet charge that 
the west was rearming western 
Germany with aggressive intent. 
Label Red Charge False 
In the latest western proposal, 
the three pow’ers labeled the Rus­ 
sian charge false, and declared 
that the reverse was true.

Dewey will also be called upon to tell why he backed up Hanley's 
cock-and-bull story about a "debt of honor" incurred from some non­ 
existent bank stock. Plenty of other people swallowed Hanley’s whop­ 
per at the tim e, but Dewey went on the radio and vouched for it. 
As one Republican says: "If Joe fooled Dewey, that's the first tim e 
anyone ever did.” 
Dewey In For Rough Time 
But there are other reasons why Dewey is in for a rough tim e 
if he turns up for a Senate investigation He stands charged by the 
GOP hierarchy here w ith having virtually joined the Democratic party 
in his defense of its foreign policy. T he bill of indictm ent also carries 
charges of king-m aking and of an attem pt at uncrowned kinghood. 
The camp of Senator Taft has been fum ing ever since Dewey 
began booming Gen Eisenhow er for President in 1952 The T aftites 
look upon this as a stop-Taft m aneuver and possibly as a double- 
shuttle that will put Dewey to the fore if Ike declines. The W herry 
camp is up in arm s over reports that Dewey is plotting to infiltrate 
the A dm inistration cabinet with one or more of his political hench­ 
men. The G overnor already has John Foster Dulles at the President's 
elbow and lays some claim to having placed C harles E. Wilson in the 
driver’s seat of the mobilization effort. A few more infiltrations and 
Dewev—his enem ies say—will he co-President in spite of 1944 and

The G O P's divided mind about Dewey is fully dram atized on the 
Senate subcom m ittee.

Should Not Go Before Committee 
Aside from these m atters there seem s no reason why the Hanley 
case should be before the G illette .subcommittee at all. This Senate 
unit was established for the prime purpose of seating or unseating 
elected Senators.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 21— (INS) 
— Secretary of State Acheson and 
Commerce Secretary Sawyer urged 
Congress 
Tuesday 
to 
approve 
speedily the 350 million dollar St. 
Lawrence Seaway in the interest 
of National Defense. 
The two cabinet members were

House Public Works Committee on 
the proposal to deepen the St. 
Lawrence River channel for ocean­ 
going ships and harness its power 
potential. 
Acheson said events in Korea

He pointed out ‘he sea­ 
way will aid both transportation 
facilities and power development. 
He added: 
“It will provide an interior route 
for the transportation of essential 
materials, in particular for iron 
ore from the Labrador fields to 
the steel mills of western Pennsyl­ 
vania, Ohio, and other parts of 
th e G reat Lakes area.” 
Sawyer also stressed the need 
fo r developing the St. Lawrence 
as a transportation artery for mov­ 
ing iron ore. He said the project 
is necessary' to assure the U. S. 
iron ore supplies in event of a 
world war. 
The commerce secretary said in 
the light of the current buildup of 
industrial capacity the U. S. must 
be prepared to import “upwards 
of 40 million tons” of iron ore by 
1960 He declared:

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Caldwell Speaks 
On Washington 


Tells Lions How He 


W as Ricked As Leader 


Addressing members of the New 
Castle Lions club at their weekly 
luncheon meeting in The Castle- 
ton, Tuesday noon, Attorney Wil­ 
liam 
J. 
Caldwell, 
who 
is 
well 
known in this section as a student 
of the life of George Washington, 
our first president, related 
how 
Washington came to be chosen as 
Commander in Chief of the Con­ 
tinental Army. The address was 
an appropriate one, inasmuch as 
the birth of this great American 
will be observed Thursday. 
Several factors entered into this 
choice, Attorney Caldwell stated. 
One of the first of these was an 
address Washington made at the 
m eeting of the House of Burgesses 
at 
Williamsburg, 
Va., 
in 
1774, 
convened to select a delegate to 
the 
first 
Continental 
Congress. 
Washington was not given much 
to speaking, but in this address, 
he announced that he would be 
willing to raise a force of 1,000 
men. and to maintain and drill 
them for the relief of Boston. 
News Spread Fast 
This news spread like wildfire 
throughout the c o l o n i e s , and 
caused 
Burgoyne 
to 
say 
that 
Washington 
“had 
his 
neck 
des­ 
tined for the cord.” 
Washington attended this first 
Continental 
Congress, 
where 
he 
appeared in uniform, and his six 
feet four inch stature, and mili­ 
tary appearance greatly impressed 
John Adams. His former services 
with the Virginia militia, his great 
wealth. caused Adams to think of 
him as a leader. 
There is no record that Wash­ 
ington spoke or put himself for­ 
ward at the first meeting of the 
Continental Congress. 
He 
also 
attended 
the 
second 


Continental Congress and by then 
war had become a reality, Ticond- 
eroga and the Battle of Lexington 
had been fought. The seoond Con­ 
gress was convened to select a 
leader. There were other aspir­ 
ants. John Hancock felt that he 
should be chosen, General Charles 
Lee was also an 
aspirant. 
The 
first day was spent in debate and 
no choice was made. But that night. 
John Adams went to work, and 
the next day, had a relative pre­ 
sent the nomination. Washington 
was chosen unanimously. 
Choice Was Wise One 
T h e 
choice 
of 
Washington 
proved a wise one. Had Washing­ 
ton 
not 
been 
chosen, 
Attorney 
Caldwell stated, it is doubtful if 
the colonies would have won the 
war. 
Washington left Mt. Vernon to 
assume command of the troops 
and did not return for six long 
years. 
Before 
he 
left, 
he 
had 
Edmund Pendleton, who had op­ 
posed 
Washington’s 
candidacy, 
draw up his will for him. showing 
h o w 
magnanimous 
Washington 
was. 
As the war drew on, and dis­ 
couragements mounted. Washing­ 
ton thought that he might have 
to make the war a predatory one, 
and if defeated, withdraw to be­ 
yond 
the 
Allegheny 
mountains, 
where he would conduct a guerilla 
campaign. He was willing to be­ 
come an outlaw' for the cause. 
In December, 1776, when Con­ 
gress was in flight, they passed 
a 
resolution, 
giving 
Washington 
full authority to conduct the af­ 
fairs of the war as he saw fit. 
In 
this 
regard, 
Washington 
stands alone in history. He was 
the only man placed in command 
of such a trust, who did not use 
that authority to further his own 
selfish interests. 
Washington 
never 
coveted

H A RRISBURG, Feb. 21—.Tames 
B uchanan, the only Pennsylvanian 
to serve as president of the United 
States, will be honored this year, 
the 160th anniversary of his birth. 
First of those honors will be a 
series of com m em orative stam ps to 
be issued by the Federal govern­ 
ment if a bill jointly introduced 
into the United States Senate by 
S e n a t o r s Edw ard 
M artin and 
Jam es H. Duff is passed. The bill 
was sent to the >enate com m ittee 
on post offices and civil service of 
which S enator Duff is a mem ber. 
Buchanan, the 15th president of 
the U nited States, was b o m April 
23. 1791. in a small log cabin at 
Stonv B atter on Buck Run not far 
from M ercersburg, Franklin Coun­ 
tv 
The log cabin was removed to 
M ercersburg. where it was recon­ 
structed and later was rem oved to 
C ham bersburg, w here today it is 
preserved. 
Annually it is visited 
by great nu m b ers of tourists and 
vacationists.

ALBANY. N. Y., Feb. 21.—(INS) 
Swift legislative approval, possi­ 
bly by unanimous vote, was as­ 
sured today for the Dew'ey-spon- 
sored bill aimed at “evil and cor­ 
rupting criminals” who bribe col­ 
lege athletes.

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South Korean Minister Says 
Stalin 'Insulted'U.S. G/'s

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y.. Feb. 21 
—South Korean Foreign Minister 
Ben 
C. 
Limb 
said 
today 
that 
Prem ier 
Stalin 
"insulted” 
the 
American GI when he asserted in 
his Pravda interview that the Kor­ 
ean war is “extremely unpopular” 
with soldiers of the United States. 
"The American soldiers know 
what they are fighting for,” de­ 
clared Col. Limb. “They are fight­ 
ing to protect democracy. 
They 
know the world cannot be half 
slave, half free.” 
Advocating that the U.N. forces 
cross the 38th parallel and "Ujrow 
the Communists out of Korea,” 
Limb said: 
"The U.N. aim in Korea is not 
only to repel aggression but to 
rectify the wrongs done, such as 
the establishment of the 38th par­ 
allel. 
“Chances of negotiating a politi­ 
cal settlement with Red China over 
Korea are slim because neither the 
Russian Communists nor the Chi­ 
nese Communists keep their inter­ 
national agreements. 
Only Hope Is Victory 
"The only hope is a military 
victory. The allies should go up 
to the Manchurian border. 
The 
38th parallel was the cause of this 
war. If we allow an invisible line 
to be drawn across Korea the war 
would start all over again at some 
other time. The Communists would 
try- to come back. They have no 
Scruples.” 
Limb said he had no doubt that 
Sir Benegal Rau of India had the 
best of intentions in trying to help 
bring about peace in the Far East. 
He added, in response to a ques­ 
tion, that he was not prepared to 
say whether India is slipping into 
the fold of Communism "although 
some of its leaders have given that 
impression to-the world.” 
The 
war situation 
in 
Korea, 
Limb said, is "definitely improv­ 
ing” for the U.N. forces. In the 
event of victory, he asserted, the 
North Korean criminals on the 
high policy level who started the 
aggression should be deported to 
Russia "so they can learn just what 
kind of a ‘paradise’ there is in the 
Soviet Union.” 
Emphasizing his point that the 
American GI’s know they are fight­ 
ing in Korea of Democracy, Limb 
pointed out that distances in the 
world are dwindling—that what 
happens in Korea affects Cali­ 
fornia and Chicago. He said the 
G I’s know that if democracy lost 
in Korea democracy in the great 
democratic country — the United 
States—would be imperilled. 
Limb is South Korea’s repre­ 
sentative 
and 
observer 
at 
the 
United Nations. Korea, however, 
is not a member of the U.N., hav­ 
ing been vetoed by Russia several 
times. 
Limb’s 
remarks 
on 
the 
American GI was the first reply to 
Stalin made by any official at U.N. 


Urges Dispatch Of 
Ground Troops To 
Europe By U.S. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21—(INS) 
— A Georgetown University au­ 
thority on the anti-Russian under­ 
ground urged Congress Tuesday to 
approve the dispatch of ground 
troops to 
Europe to encourage 
freedom-seekers in Russia. 
The witness Dr Lev E. Dobrian- 
sky, charged that the Wherry res­ 
olution to delay commitment of 
troops was "conceived in cringing 
timidity, not strength.” 
His testimony was in sharp con­

troops voiced by representatives of

Progressive 
Party 
and

C. B. Baldwin, secretary of the 
Progressive Party, clashed openly 
with senators hearing the troops 
issue when he accused Sen. Green 
(D> R. I. of engaging in “McCarthy- 
ism.” 
Green had asked Baldwin, who 
managed

vice-president 
Hehry Wallace’s presidential cam­ 
paign two years ago, whether his 
argument for peaceful settlement 
with Russia was not that used by 
Stalin. 
Baldwin said he was “not inter­ 
ested in Stalin” and was "shocked” 
at Green for "lapsing into Mc- 
Carthyism.” 
Sen. Stennis (Dt Miss, objected 
to the witness "censuring a mem­ 
ber of the Senate.”

WASHINGTON. Feb. 21.—HNS) 
—The government reported today 
that Russian exports to the United 
States jumped 35 percent in De­ 
cember as the Soviet Union re­ 
sumed shipments of manganese to 
this country. 
Imports from Russia totaled 51.- 
900,000 during the month, includ­ 
ing $700,000 worth of chrome and 
manganese, vital steel-making in­ 
gredient. Russia shipped no man- 


ganese or chrome ore to the U. S. 
in November, and only $500,000 
worth in October. 
The commerce department said 
U. 
S. shipments to the Soviet 
Union amounted to $100,000 in 
December, the same as the pre­ 
vious month. 
The rise in imports from No­ 
vember’s $1.400.000 occurred de­ 
spite a drop from $1,100,000 to
